He 
made his last avpsaracce as an scti« 
member of the senate on January 6, 
903, when he spoke upon his resolu- 
ion c&lliug for the removal of the duty 
m coal. Arcus"d, temporarily, to his 
'Ic'-time fire, he made a speech that 
,ttracted much attention, and tbe 
cene was intensely dramatic. 
He was born at Frankfort, Ky., De- 
ember 6,1830. Young Vest was edu- 
ated at the high school of thateminent 
dueator, B. B. Sayre, and, enterirg 
ie junior class of the Presbyterian 
entre college, at Danville, Ky., was 
raduated in 1848. He etudied law 
ader James Harlan, attorney general 
f Ksntucky, and was graduated from 
he Law department of Transylvania 
mveraity, Kentucky, in 1852, 
Ia the following year he moved to 
eorgetown, Mo., and carried on a sne- 
essful law practice until 1856, 
when be 


ook up his residence at Boonville, Mo. 
n the war he espoused the cause ol 
he south and served during the sum- 
mer ol 1861 in the army of General 


rice. 
Vest was elected by the Missouri leg- 
lature,which assembled at Neosho in 
lefallol 1861, a member ol the Pro- 
isional Congress ol the Conlederate 
tales lor two years and was afterward 
ppointed Confederate States senator, 
erving for one-year. 
Alter the war Vest returned to Mis- 
ouri and resumed his law practice at 
edalia in partnership with Col. John 
hilips, afterward Judge Philips, ol 
he United States District court, Weet- 
rn district of Missouri. Vest's law 
ractice could not keep him out of poll- 
cs. His active participation in sev- 
ral state campaigns, beginning in op- 
osition to the "Granger" movements 
n 1874, culminated in his election to 
he United States senate in 1879. He 
'as re-elected each succeeding term 
nd served twenty-lour years in the 
enate.

CASTE IN INDIA; 


ItH PccnliaritieH Illustrated, by the 


Uclision of tlie Sweeper. 


Among the yet unsolved problems of 


Indian ethnology is the religion of the 
sweeper caste.

It needs ui> 
consecration, this simple shrine, and 
wherever the t,\.. |.-.r may be, if sick- 
ness comes or r. &1'L is de-aired, the lit- 
tle shrine may be M ' up. wit'.i its queer 
bit of rag .".ud sir!'., and the worship- 
er's prayer is inaij. 


The sweeper v,-',!l Ic.ve nothing to do 


with the ti-ausmltiaUoii of souls. Once 
a sweepe:' alv.-ay-j a t,v,-eoper, and even 
the ideal sweeper, Tir Jhota, with his 
broom of gold and basket of silver, 
"cleans new the fourth heaven, the 
house of God, and sweeps the apart- 
ments of the highest."

Some sevtuty or oi^hty years before 


Frunec v.'uy involved in the ilames of 
til.1 H-.oIiilioii—tluit ib, ut the epoch of 
tin; unr of the snrressioii when she 
w:i i in closo alliance with Spain and 
Karariii—it uns thought desirable to 
dlsl.nviuisli the allied soldiers by a 
cufkade wJiicii combined the colors of 
the three nations—the white of France, 
the ivd of t-nain and the blue of Ba- 
\'ari:i. 


To none of such incidents, however, 


would it be wi^e tu attribute the orlfein 
Oi iho historic tricolor and cockade 
adoptc'l l.y revolutionary France. 
At 


the uittsot ihevc seemed a likelihood 
thin KTivn, which Cumille Desraoulins 
had popuUrisiud at the Palais Royal, 
would have become the national color, 
but men remembered In time that it 
was that of lUe livery of the Comte 
d'Artois, the most unpopular of the 
Bonvboii princes, ?.nJ It was thereupon 
discarded. 


A proposition was then made to as- 


sume the colors of the city of Tads— 
blue and red, as Dumas reminds us in 
his "Six Ans Apres." To these was 
added the white of so mauy glorious 
memories, because it had been selected 
by thu national guard—always faithful 
to the throne and its traditions. 


Not until sonic months after the cap- 


ture of the Bastille was the tricolor 
definitely adopted, when Bailly and 
Lafayette presented it to Louis XVI. in 
the great hall oi the Hotel de Ville, and 
the convention issued a decree in which 
It was described as consisting of three 
colors—"disposees 
en 
trois 
bandes 


egales,- de maniere que le bleu soit at- 
tache a In garde du pavilion, le blanc 
au milieu, et le rouge dottaut dans les 
airs"—that is, In equal vertical sec- 
tions, with the blue inward, the red 
outward and tlie white between.

their eagles, bore victoriously from the 
Seine to the Elbe, the Tagus, the Boro- 
dino and the Danube, which they 
planted victoriously on the walls of
